Meanwhile,
the board approved a plan setting
up an autonomous Federal employes’
branch of the union, with head-
quarters in Washington. The na-
tional office is in New York.

This could pave the way for a
separation of Federal Government

and non-Federal Government public/

emplqyes, when UPWA holds its eon-
vention this spring. Meanwhile, the
Federal branch will be run by the
nine executive board members who
belonged to the oldsUnited Federal

Alworkers before it merged two years

ago with the State, County and
Municipal Workers, forming the
present UPWA union.

These nine board members have
been edelegated by Mr. Flaxer to
frame a report, with full recom-
mendations regarding the future of
Federal locals, and the report will be
presented to the national convention.

Ever-gince the merger, UPWA has
been under constant criticism for
its left-wing policies. This has hurt
Federal Government members of
the union more than it has affected
the others, because of the Federal
employes’ loyalty program. And it
has caused the union's leadership
more trouble than it has been worth.

For one thing, the union's esti-
mated 95,000 membership contains
only.

A Federal grand jury today
indicted the CIO and its presi-
dent, Philip Murray, on charges
of violating the Taft-Hartley
Act’s political expenditures ban.
The law forbids spending of
union funds for political pur-
poses.

The indictment charges that Mr.
Murra¥ published an indorsement
of a Maryland congressional eandi-
date last July 14 in the unione
financed CIO News.

The editorial, published as a de-
liberate challenge of the constitu=
tionality of the law, urged Balti-
more voters to support Edward
Garmatz, a Democrat, in the spe-
cial election to fill the House seat
of Thomas D'Alesandro, after elece
tion of the latter as Mayor of Bal-
timore. Mr. Garmatz won the seat
over Republican Edwin S, Panetti,
whom Mr. Murray had criticized,
and Simon P. Jarosinki, an inde-
pendent candidate.

Invited Prosecution.

In the editorial Mr. Murray ine-
vited prosecution. He and the CIO -
contended Congress had no right
to enact the law—that it conflicts
with the Constitution's guarantee
of freedom of speech. ;
